It should be obviojs to everyone 
that the more macadam and con= 
crete we spread over the land 
scape, the less area will be pre- 
served to hold these great quanti- 
ties of water in the early spring,

This weekend, I spent some time 
visiting the areas up through Bed- 
ford and Billerica, where scores 
of homes were under water, Al- 
though the passage of last year’s 
Wetlands Bill obviously would not 
have prevented these tragedies,
